REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach the claimed invention. 

Desphande et al. (US# 6,449,698), Ng (US# 5,623,608), and Kimbrel et al. teach 
parallel prefetching and demand-request prefetch-hit systems, but fail to teach the 
combination including the limitation of receiving a request for data before completion of 
the reading of prefetch data and satisfying the request for data with at least a portion of 
the prefetch data prior to completion of reading all of the prefetch data. Also, a request 
for demand data is satisfied before a predetermined (incl. prefetch and demand data) 
amount of data has been completely read. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
